REQUIREMENTS TO SUPPORT AMEMBASSY ROME AND COMMUNICATIONS 
SUPPORT. DOD ADVANCE PARTY (THREE PERSONS INCLUDED 

ABOVE) WILL PLAN TO ARRIVE IN BARI WITH AMEMB ROME 

PERSONNEL O/A 6 OCT. THERE IS AN UNPROGRAMMED REQUIREMENT 
FOR FROM FOUR TO EIGHT PRESS PERSONNEL WHO MAY ACCOMPANY 
SECDEF AND BE BILLETED EITHER AT THE JOLLY (PREFERRED) 

OR ELSEWHERE. SECURITY PERSONNEL WILL ARRIVE IN BARI

APPROPRIATE ADJUSTMENTS WILL BE MADE. 

9. WE WILL ACCEPT TRANSPORTATION PROVIDED BY THE HOST, 

THREE CARS AND ONE BUS AND WILL NOT RENT ADDITIONAL 
CARS EXEPT AS REQUIRED BY SECURITY PERSONNEL. THIS 
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ASSUMES BAGGAGE TRUCK ARRANGEMENTS, BY THE HOST, WILL 
BE ADEQUATE FOR ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES.
